The raise will add about 


$452,320 a month to welfare 
payments in Arkansas.

$50,000 a month. 


If the increase were not ef- 


fective June 1, about 60,000 re- 
cipients who also receive Social 
Security would not receive an 
increase in income when a 10 
per cent increase in Social Se- 
curity benefits goes into effect. 


Welfare grants are used to 


supplement 
other income to 


reach the needs of a person or 
family. If the maximum grant 
were left at $100, a person re- 
ceiving a $6 increase in Social 
Security benefits would have 
his welfare grant reduced by 
the same amount. The increase 
means that the total income of 
a recipient will be raised by $5 
per month.

a letter from David M. Abshire, 
assistant secretary of state for 
congressional relations, to four 
senators who had asked for in- 
formation on the status of U.S.

Pakistan. 


In a related move, the Senate 


Foreign Relations Committee is 
expected to take up a proposal 
Thursday by Sens. Walter F. 
Mondale, D-Minn., and Clifford 
P. Case, R-N.J., to suspend. 
U.S. military aid and sales to 
Pakistan until the conflict be- 
tween the central government 
and secessionists in the Bengali 
region is resolved. 


Abshire's letter said the 


United States has supplied Pa- 
kistan only with nonlethal 
equipment, spare parts and 
ammunition since the 1965 In- 
dia-Pakistan war. 


He said nothing has been de- 


livered on last October's an- 
nounced sale of "a 
limited 


quantity of lethal end-items in- 
cluding 300 armored personnel 
carriers, a few replacement 
bomber and interceptor aircraft 
and several maritime

Abshire said: "Department

Apportion 
Plan Near, 
Says Bumpers 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 


Dale Bumpers said Tuesday 
that he thinks the state Board 
of Apportionment has come up 
with a legislative redistricting 
plan that is "essentially fair." 


Bumpers told an impromptu 


news conference that he proba- 
bly would call a meeting of the 
board Friday to take final ac- 
tion on a reapportionment plan. 


The governor said that board 


members had encountered dif- 
ficulty in drawing district boun- 
daries that did not cross county 
lines. He said maps that have 
been produced for the proposed 
redistricting of the state Senate 
would leave intact the bounda- 
ries of 54 counties. 


He gave no figure on the 


number of county boundaries 
that would be left intact by the 
proposed redrawing of House 
districts. 


Asked if there was a chance 


he would not appoint Dr. J. T. 
Herron to head the newly cre- 
ated Department of Health un- 
der the state governmental re- 
organization plan, Bumpers 
said, "There is a chance, but 
not » very strong one." Herron, 
as state health officer, now 
heads the department and the 
Board of Health has nominated 
him to become director of the 
reorganized agency. 


Bumpers met with Herron in 


the governor's office Tuesday 
and Bumpers said the discus- 
sion related to Herron's posi- 
tion. The governor said there 
was some discussion about the 
fact that the salary of the 
Health Department director 
was not raised as much as the 
pay of some of the other direc- 
tors of the 13 principal depart- 
ments created by the reorgani- 
zation plan.

New Tensions Are 
Sure for Europe as 
E. German Boss Quits 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN

Europe, which has been rela- 


tively free of extreme inter- 
national tension recently, may 
be headed for a new round of it 
because of the departure from 
power of East Germany's du- 
rable old Communist boss, Wal- 
ter Ulbricht. 


The frontier of East and West 


Germany, along with divided 
Berlin, is the one place in the 
world where American and So- 
viet power are in direct con- 
frontation, and neither appears 
to relish the possibilities. Each 
would like to ease the worry. 


Now, however, the implica- 


tions of the political change in 


East Berlin can be enough to 
explode any notions the Ameri- 
cans might have had about sub- 
stantial withdrawal of military 
forces from the heart of Eu- 
rope. There is reason to suspect 
that the outbreak of peace be- 
tween the Germanys has been 
appreciably deferred. 


Ulbricht, 
though 
he 
had 


grumbled about West Germany 
to the point of becoming a nui- 
sance to Moscow, was at the 
same time Moscow's unswerv- 
ing serbant who would act as 
Moscow wanted him to act and 
be obliged to forget about any 
real reward in the form of fur- 
thering his own party's ambi- 


tions. 


Now nearing 78, Ulbricht has 


been moved aside for a tough- 
er, younger man, Erich Hone- 
cker, reputed to be a granite 
hard-liner. To those who follow 
these things closely, this shat- 
ters hopes that East and West 
Germany can agree about such 
things as the status of Berlin 
and the movement of goods and 
people back and forth across 
the German frontiers. 


That in turn is bad news for 


West German Chancellor Willy 
Brandt's hopes that the treaties 
he has worked out with the So- 
viet Union and Poland will be 
ratified in Bonn. There will be 
even more suspicion of Eastern 
intentions now that Honecker is 
in control of the East German 
Communists. 


The Russians hurried—it ap- 


peared even to be unseemly 
hurry—to assure the world that 


they wholly endorsed the East 
German change, but the shift 
probably is a blow to the Krem- 
lin, too. It wanted badly to 
have the Moscow-Bonn treaty 
ratified, especially now that the 
Soviet administration wants all 
the help it can get to carry out 
ambitious economic plans. 


Too much peace between the 


two Germanys could be risky 
for the East German party, and 
it seemed to be informing Mos- 
cow on that score. The East 
German party needs its enemy 
at the doorstep to excuse the 
tough measures it enforces at 
home. The lack of that enemy 
could produce a situation in 
East Germany not unlike that 
of Czechoslovakia in 1968. How 
would the Russians like it if 
they had to invoke the Brezh- 
nev Doctrine in East Germany 
to put down a rebellious popu- 
lace?

Wasteful 
Computer 
Policy Cited

WASHINGTON (AP) - Fed- 


eral auditors claim the buying 
and 
leasing policies of the 


world's 
biggest 
computer 


user—the U.S. government--are 
punching holes in chances for 
multimillion-dollar savings. 


Reporting to Congress on the 


use of more than $13 billion 
worth of owned and leased 
automatic 
data-processing 


equipment, the General Ac- 
counting Office suggests reforms 
aimed at computing a better 
bargain for the taxpayer's data 
dollar. 


As an example of potential 


savings, GAO compared with 
multiyear lease rates offered 
by manufacturers 
and other 


suppliers with the short-term 
rental rates for 430 government 
data systems. 


"The 
comparison 
indicated 


that the rental costs for the 430 
systems might be reduced dur- 
ing the lease periods by as 
much as $16 million 
under 


three-year leases and by as 
much as $28 million under five- 


year leases," GAO said. 


As for 
636 other systems 


which aren't covered under le- 
gal provisions for the long-term 
leasing, "rental costs might be 
reduced during the lease peri- 
ods by as much as $54 million 
under three-year leases and by 
as much as $127 million under 
five-year leases," GAO added. 


The government's computer- 


system inventory rose from 531 
to 5,277 during the last decade, 
with the cost of buying and ren- 
ting equipment at $560 million 
in fiscal 1969 and rising annual- 
ly, the report said. 


The government "is not mak- 


ing maximum use of its data 
equipment purchase funds, pri- 
marily because agencies contin- 
ue to make purchase decisions 
on the basis of their individual 
funding capabilities and needs 
... ," the GAO said. "System- 
atic analysis were not made to 
determine the best buys from 
the 
government-wide 
view- 


point."
